Clark Pieads Against Repeal. 


The most dramatic feature of the pro- 
eeedings leading up to the first of the thres 
votes taken this afternoon was furnished by 
Speaker Clark. He resigned the gavel to 
Congressman Underwood, the floor leader, 
and took the floor to deliver a carefully pre- 
pared defense of his own attitude, includ 
ing an attack on the “ jackal press ” which 
had dered to criticize him. 

It was a homely speech Mr. Clark made 
and he délivered it in a homely fashion, 
but it was shrewdly drafted and was in- 
tended to obtain for the speaker the sym- 
pathetic support of those colleagues whe 
proposed to vote against him. 


Denies He Is 1916 Candidate. 


It must have been disappointing to Mr. 
Clark when, in an unflattering silence, the

But whatever disappointment Mr. Clark 
felt in this connection—and hie speedh 
showed that he has not forgotten and 
not forget his failure to obtain the nomina- 
tion at Baltimore—it probably was partly 
assuaged by the hearty approval given to the 
suggestion that he should es the office 
he holds.

thinking about what my duty was as upon 
this. I looked at it from every conceivable 
angle to see if there was any justification 
for not keeping our platform pledge, for 1 
desired to stand with the president, knowing 
full well that my motive would-be miscon- 
strued by every officeseeker in the land, but 
to save my ite I could conjure no excuse 
for bolting the platform.”

Mr. Clark then summed up the reasoning 
by which he reached his decision to oppose 
the repeal in the following: 

“To whom does the Panama canal be- 
long? To the United States of America. 
We built. it at the enormous cost of $400,- 
000,000. We built it on American soil. 
We have fortified it; we will control it. In 
order to get a chance to build it we created 
a republic. 

For whose benefit did we build it? Pri- 
marily for our own, ee the 
world’s benefit. 

„Why did we build it? In order to secure 
cheap water freight rates. 

“ Who fought the building of the canal for 
fifteen long, wearisome years? The #rans- 
continental railroads. 

„Who would be the chief beneficiaries of 
this repeal bill? The same transcontinental 
railroads—the Canadian Pacific and Tehuan- 
tepec National railway heading the list. It 
would be many millions of dollars in their 
capacious pockets annually. I refuse to 
indorse any such program. | 

„i'd rather see the canal walled up than 
to give England any control over it. I'd 
rather see it filled up with bowlders than to 
see England control it. Ours torever; for 
better or for worse.”

Mr. Clark quoted the two paragraphs of 
the Baltimore platform which pledged the 
party to the tolls exemption. He said the 
proponents of the repeal first asserted the 
plank was inserted without consideration. 
This, he said, was proved false by the eleven 
members of the subcommittee, who said the 
plank was introduced in the regular way 
was fully discussed, amended by the full 
committee, and agreed on by the whole 
convention, The party and president went 
before the people on this platform and re- 
ceived the support of the public. ä 

Now, he said, the party intends to reward 
the public by repudiating the plank. 

Great Britain, he said, had made no claim 
for concessions until Senator Root made a 
speech upholding the contentiong of that 
foreign power—concessions which had been 


‘flatly rejected by president and his secre- 


tary of state.” 

“No sufficient reason for the repeal has 
been vouchsafed to us,“ he continued, and 
noneever will be, because it is an impossibility 
in nature. . We desire peace with all 
nations; but it is the sort of peace which 
Disraeli boasted he returned with from the 
Congress of Berlin to London, peace with 
honor.’ . We-want war with no nation, 
but rather than surrender our right to our 
complete sovereignty over every square foot 
of our globe-encircling domain we will 
cheerfully and courageously face a world 
in arms.“

Mr. Clark said the president had offered no 
tenable reasons for his request for the re- 
peal. He quoted the president in saying 
that “that exemption constitutes a mie- 
taken economic policy from every point 
of view.“ If it is a mistaken policy now. 
he said, it was one during the campaign 
of 1912.

“In this decision,” he declared, the 
court held that there could be no discrim- 
ination where there was no competition, and 
that, as by the law of the United States, 
only American vessels can engage in the 
coastwise trade, it was no violation of the 
treaty if the regulations applied to all ves- 
sels in the foreign trade. The reasoningsot 
that decision applies equally well to the 
present situation.”

OLNEY’S AID TO WILSON. 

Washington, D. C., March 31,—Represent- 
ative Peters of Massachusetts today received 
from Richard Olney, former secretary of 
state under Cleveland, the following letter 
upholding President Wilson in the Panama 
canal tolls ight. The letter says: 

“TI have your favor of the 25th instant 
asking my views as to how a representative 
in congress should vote on the bill to repeal 
the ‘free tolls’ provision of the Panama 
canal act. 

“If I were in your position I am very 
certain’ I Should feel that I ought to stand 
by the president. 

He makes this an as president 
and as that of the branch of the national 
government especially charged with our 
foreign relations and takes the responsibil- 
ity of assuring congress and the country 
that, as compared with the results to be 
gained by repeal, all other matters involved 
are of slight account. Now this declara- 
tion ot the president must be accepted as 
made in good faith, with absolute sincerity 
and with an intimate knowledge of foreign 
relations that congress cannot pretend to. 
What else, therefore, is there to do but fol- 
low the president's lead upon a matter 
upon which he is entitled to lead both by 
réason of superior acquaintance with the 
subject and because our form of government 
requires him to lead? | 

It must be borne in mind that for con- 
| grese not to support such an urgent appeal 
as the president has made in this instance 
a not merely to defeat a measure which may 
be, and which he deems to be, required both 
by the honor and the well being of the na- 
tion—it is to discredit him in the future—it 


is to weaken and prejudice him in his subse- 
quent intercourse with foreign nations—it is 
to give them notice that he is rather a figure- 
head than a real factor in the national 
government and that dealings with him are 
hardly to be regarded as very serious affairs. 

Other pertinent considerations leading 
to the same result might be mentioned. But 
in the precige situation now confronting con- 
gress they may, I think, be passed safely 
over because those already given ought to 
be regarded as decisive.

* Several years ago,” Mrs. Siegel stated, 
“I learned incidentally of the dealings of 
Henry Siegel with the moneys of depositors 
in his bank and I immediately remonstrated 
and warned him, as I thought it was my duty 
to do, that he was ‘ facing jail.’ He raged 
like a madman and treated me shamefully— 
worse if possible than ever.

Are Justified.

Charges of fraudulent registration in the 
First ward will be investigated today and to- 
morrow by the board of election commis- 
sioners. A list of 1,280 suspect notices were 
mailed out last night. Of this number 1,782 
went into “ Bathhouse John” Coughlin’s 
bailiwick. The other forty-eight were to 
scattering river wards. 

Mise Marion H. Drake, aided by the Law 
and Order league, attacked the First ward 
registration lista, chiefly in the levee. They 
met stubborn but futile opposition from kt- 
torneys representing The Bath.“ Miss 
Drake personally suspected 182; Robert Gill, 
532; Cyrus L. Balbridge, 20, and Alex W. 
Davidson of the Law and Order league, Fru. 


Fight Davidson List. 

“The Bath's" lawyers fought hardest 
against the Davideon list. Of these notices 
210 affected lodging houses in the Eighth pre- 
cinct, while 160 complaints were lodged 
against alleged keepers and inmates of die- 
orderly houses and saloons. 

Attorney Frank W. Childs, on behalf of Ald. 
Coughlin, challenged the right of the election 
commissioners to attack the franchise of 
persons registered from disorderly places 
just because those places had once been 
* pinched.” 

Commissioner Czarnecki backed up David- 
son's assertion that information against the 
suspected keepers and inmates, including 
about twenty women, hed been obtained from 
Maj. Funkhouser’s reports and from court | 
records. 

Attorney Childs persisted in hie contention | 
that the board waa without authority to pre- 
vent the keeper or inmates of disorderly 
places from voting. 


Careful About Stand. 

“ Do you, Mr. Childs, as the representative 
of Ald. Coughlin, protest against this board 
suspecting Mazie, Daisy, Maud, and Babe?“ 
demanded Mr. Czarnecie, reading from the 
police list. 

“We don't want to defend any disorderly 
person or house, but we do object to sending 
wholesale suspect notices to localities where 
some house might have been pinched in the 
last six months,“ answered the lawyer. 

Mr. Czarnecki then disclosed that the po- 
lice lists included only those arrested and 
fined since January. Commissioners Taylor 
and Kellerman agreed with Commissioner 
Czarnecki that all the suspect notices filed 
should be sent out. 

“Tf any one is wrongly suspected let them 
come in here and prove their respectability,’ 
said Mr. Taylor. Injustice may be done to 
some, but in my opinion no one may claim a 
legal residence from an illegal place.“

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who leases quarters in the new district will 
be required to take a certain amount of 
stock. The leases will run for thirty years, 
with an opportunity to quit at the end of 
each period of ten years on giving one year’s 
notice. . 

‘Chairman Wagner estimates that the 
rents will, be much lower than those now 


paid for buildings on South Water street | 
and that the money and time saved in truck- | 


ing and handling goods will reduce the cost 
of doing business by at least 80 per cent. 

At present the commission merchants 
have. more than 1,200 wagons constantly 
at work. Each of these wagons makes five 
or six short trips a day through the loop 
district. Over and over again they dupli- 
cate their work. First they haul ashipment 
of vegetables from one of the downtown 
freight stations through the loop to South 
Water street. And it often takes half an 
hour for a wagon to creep two blocks, Then, 
sometimes the same day, the crates and 
barrels must be loaded up again and hauled 
back, not infrequently to the same freight 
station from which they came.

N the new market district there wil] be 
plenty of room on sidings for cats 
loaded with produce to be brought straight 
to the warehouses of the commission mer- 
chant to whom they are consigned. Stuff 
to be shipped by freight can also be loaded 
straight into the cars and all this hauling 
done away. with. 

From the standpoint of the general sate, 
lic the establishment of the new produce 
center means that there will be from 8.000 
to 10,000 loaded wagons less. passing

Under present conditions a merchant on 
the street may often have a dosen or fifteen 


cars of apples or other fruit scattered all 


over the downtown district in half a dozen 
different. freight yards. It he has a car load 
customer for apples he must spend half « 
day or more driving him all over the city 
to inspect the freight. In the new market 
all cars consigned to the same merchant 
will be gathered together in one spot. 

Some time this summer it is expected 
that an ordinance will be introduced in the 
council giving the necessary permission to 
depress some streets and elevate others 
leading into the new produce district. The 
plan also will be laid before the Chicago 
Plan Commission for its approval,

KEOUGH'S DEATH, 


Starvation, Not Alcoholism, |* 


New Theory Which Causes 
Investigation. 


DOCTOR TELLS HIS STORY. 


Says Dying Chicago Lawyer Told 
Him He Had Nothing to 
Zat for Days. 


Investigation has been started in New Or- 
leans of charges that the death of W. C. H. 
Keough, a prominent Chicago lawyer, 
was caused by starvation. The report of 
the coroner stated death was the result of 
alcoholism, but Dr. L. Sexton, a New Or- 
leans physician, summoned two nights. be- 
fore Keough’s death, makes a different state- 
ment. 


Gives Keough’s Story. 

“Last Saturday night,” said Dr. Sexton, 
“I was called to the Monteleone hotel. The 
clerks told me there was a sick man in the 
hotel, but they were not able to tell what was 
the’ matter with him. 

“*I can tell you,’ Keough told me when 
I sat beside him ‘I haven't had a bite to 
eat for daya.’ I started to reply, but he kept 
on talking. ‘I don't want any food now, 
either,’ he said. It's whisky. Buy me a 
drink, doctor, just one.’ 

“I refused to give him any more liquor. 
Instead. I bought him some milk, gave him 
@ little medicine, and went away. The next 
morning, I am told, a bellboy found him 
dying, and Monday night he expired.” 

Two Weeks’ Bill Unpaid. 

Dr. Sexton refused to state absolutely 
believed Keough had starved to death. But 
the episode is acompanied by a statement 
from the hotel management that Keough’'s 
bill had not been paid, although he had been 
living at the hotel for two weeks. Mrs. 
Keough reached New Orleans during the 
day. She said she would take the body to 
Kansas City. 

Keough had been in active practice and 
was identified with civic organizations until 
a temporary collapse a few years ago. In 
1912 he disappeared, but was found in a 
cheap lodging house and taken home, his 
wife supplying him with money. It was un- 
derstood he lately had gone south in some 
religious educational: enterprise. Mrs. 
Keough recently was made statistician for 
the sanitary district. A few weeks ago 
some one telephoned Tun TRIBUNE that 
Keough wes dead. Investigation produced 
no one who knew anything about his health 
or his whereabouts.

‘YERY cooking journal of any importance 
in the World probably has an annual arti- 
cle on mayonnaise. Its origin, over which 
philologists have disputed in trying to 
8 make out the source of its name, is al- 
ways receiving new attention, and it has re- 
cently been said that the learned have disputed 
about everything concerning it “ except that the 
the most 
unetuous, and the most appetizing of all cold 
sauces.” It is also one capable of the greatest 
variations or adaptations. 

One of the earliest of the writers about this 
sauce said, “ Mayonnaise is the planet around 
which numerous satellites gravitate, the high- 
way from which many paths run off.” 

One of the highways “running off” which 
has been enormously popular for the last year 
is the so-called “Thousand Island dressing,” 
which at its simplest is plain mayonnaise mixed 
with chili sauce. Some American hotel cook 
literally kept people guessing for a while about 
this sauce, which he made on the model of one 
great class of sauces called Portugaise,” which 
means sauces colored with tomato, “ Mayonnaise 
& la Portugaise” is the simple dressing we 
know with the addition of a tablespoonful of 
tomato pulp.

cold. 

DRESSING FOR FRUIT SALADS—Mayon- 
naise, a fine, light, and not too thick dressing, 
mixed: with half cream, is an incomparable 
Greasing for all fruit salads, 

G MAYONNAISE—Chop a sprig of 
parsley, and other flavoring materials to taste 
—<chives, chervil, or tarragon—squeese the 
moisture out of them and add to the mayonnaise, 
or mix with them before adding hard boiled egg 
yolks an anchovy and mustard, This is excellent 
for fish, 

Tartare sauce ig mayonnaise to which has 
been added chopped gherkins, capers, and per- 
haps onion, olives, parsley, or even a bit of 
horseradish. Fresh cucumber is also added to it. 
Caper mayonnaise is that made by adding a 
tablespoon or_even two of whole capers to a 
cup of the dressing. 

A “half mourning.” mayonnaise is made by 
adding to it chopped truffles, which we can only 
get bottled. Sardines are added to this dressing 
to make a sardine sauce. Pounded lobster coral 
is added to make a red sauce. Meat juice or 
melted meat jelly is added to it for fancy meat 
dishes. ‘ 

This is called both a sauce and a dressing, 
partly because it was originally called a sauce, 
“a very fine sauce for cold meat, poultry, fish, 
and salad.” The heavier it is the less suitable 
itis for a salad dressing, especially for a salad 
of plain green things.

John J. Sonsteby started a movement to 
have Supt. Ella Flagg Young submit to the 
board the list of new teachers who come 
from other cities with the salaries as sug- 
gested by the pringipals of the schools to 
which they have been assigned and allow 
the board to fix the salary. Mrs. Young. 
who now fixes the beginning salaries of such 
teachers, asserted the action would put her 
in the position of clerk to the board. 


One Teacher Seeks Raise. 

The suggestion of Mr. Sonsteby came after 
a discussion in which he and two other 
members of the board, William Rothmann 
and Mrs. Florence Vosbrink, attempted to 
get Mrs. Young to raise the salary of one 
teacher who had gone to them. He is A. 
E. Barradell, fecently assigned to the En- 
glewood High school. 

Barradell's salary was placed at $1,210 by 
Mrs. Young. He said he had left a position 
at the Oak Park High school that paid him 
$1,500. 


Mrs. Young Accuses Teacher. 

This teacher came to me, Mrs. Young 
said, and said all the members of the 
board told him that I cot A raise his salary 
if I wanted to, but that it was merely my 
whim that I didn’t. Later he admitted that it 
was only one member who told him that.” 

Int he a good man? Mr. Sonsteby 
asked. He has college degrees. He was 
instructor at Oak Park High schools, and 
has been a principal in Oklahoma. This 
board can't afford to offer a man 32 years 
old, with long experience, a salary of $1,200. 


This man was assigned in January under the 


five hour schedule. When the schedule was 
changed to six hours his salary remained the 


“Sixty Others in Same Class.” 

There are sixty others in the same 
lass, Mrs. Young said. “If we raised 
the salaries of all of them it would cost 
87,000 a year. I am willing to do it if the 
board desires, But I do not want to see the 
board getting schedules which it can not 
maintain and which it will later have to 
lower. Ordinarily new teachers coming 
from the outside are asked if they will ac- 
cept the salary which will be given them 
eo that if they do not care to they may re- 
main where they are. I get a signed state- 
ment from them.“ 

O, Goes the board sign contracts with 
teachers?” asked Mr. Sonsteby. “I didn’t 
know that. I think the board had better 
look into this matter of contracts.” 

They are not contracts,“ Mrs, Young re- 
plied. “‘ You are trying to make me out as 
a terror to the teachers. I am not. Dvery 
word of yours carries the implication that I 
am.“ 

The committee took no action on Sonsteby’s 
proposal. 


Rothmann Gets Friend Raise. 

Mr. Rothmann obtained a $1,000 raise in 
salary for Samuel B. Allison, who lives in 
the same house with him at 6148 Woodlawn 
avenue, and is said to be the joint owner of 
the flat building with him. 

Mr. Allison was appointed a district super- 
intendent a year ago through Mr. Roth- 
mann’s influence. His salary was placed at 
$4,000 by Mrs. Young. Yesterday Rothmann 
put through a motion that it be raised to 
$5,000, the salary of all other district super- 
intendents, who have held their positions for 
six years or more. 

The salary of Miss Elisabeth W. Murphy.
